The city Corinth is divided into the 
low and h igh town, Which laft is fituated 
in or near a cattle of great extent, and 
naturally ttrong.

Bout the end of the lafl century, a 
A Bank was ereSted in this country, 
with acapital of 100,0co01. [ xxiv. 128.]. 
In ourtornid fate, at that time, and for 
many fubicquent years, with refpect to 
agriculture and manufactures, the taid 
capital was fufficient to anfwer all our 
demands for money. But our unton 
with England roufed us out of that tor- 
pid ttate, and raifed a fpirit ef induftry, 
which required more money than fo 
fmall a capital could furnifh, The ma- 
nagers of that Bank ought to have fore- 
feen the neceffity of enlarging their cir- 
ulation; andthey would have ferved 
hcircountry, as well as themfelves, by 
ubling or tripling their capital. But 
the art of Banking was at that time ut- 
tery unknown in Scotland; and thofe 
agers, unwilling to admit others to 
artake of therr profits, jogged on in the 
id beaten track, til fcarcity of curren- 
y produced the Royal Bank [ xxi.

Tranflated — the Lows 
Dut ch of Sal Jomen de Monchy, M. D. Dae 
ted, Rotterdam, April 8.1769. 1. Cases 
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July 1779- 
the following points, viz. 3. That this dif- 
eife is of a contagious nature, and as fuch, 
belongs to a clafs of diftempers, of which, 
by the teftimony of the moft eminent phyfi- 
cians, we are obliged to declare, that in ge- 
neral we have liule knowledge, and which 
we cannot cure. 2. That it is not in our 
power to prevent the virus from feizing the 
nobler parts; or to conduct it in fuch a man- 
ner as to confine it to parts of leis confe- 

vence, upon which, in a great meafure, 
the degree of danger depends. 3. That the 
difeafe juddenly produces a violent cea, 
and caufes a change in the body extremely 
different from its natural ftate, and which, 
when heightened to a certain degree, may 
be deemed incurable. 4. That we do not 
thoroughly know, and perhaps never fhall 
know, wherein the true nature of the pre- 
difpofing quality in the body to catch the in- 
fection confifts, nor what 1s the particular 
organization of the cattle, nor wherein the 
fpecific quality of the virus hes. 5. And, fi- 
nally, that after almoft all poffible experi- 
ments, we cannot boaft, that in any mate- 
rial point, we have gone beyond the phyii- 
cians of former, or even of the moft ancient 
times, in difcovering any method for dimi- 
nifhing or extirpating the predifpofing quali- 
ty, or for rendering the virus inert, and con- 
fequently for curing the diftemper. 

If thefe feveral pofitions (fays the author) 
arc true, Tam perfuaded every one will a- 
gree with me, that there is little ground to 
hope that a perfect antidote will ever be dif- 
covered; and that if it fhould ever be found 
out, it will be the production of chance ra- 
ther than of human fagacity; or perhaps 
fome of the cattle themfelves may be led to 
it by natural inflinét, and therchy difcover 
tous, 

Nothing then remains to be done, but to 
ward off the contagion, or to reftrain and 
Prevent its progrefs, or wholly to extirpate 
the virus Vor warding off the infection, 
there has been for fome time paft (83, 4.] a 
piacard publifhed, ordering, that no caiie 
whatever, except calves fattened for imme- 
ciate flaughter, nor hides, horns, or hoefs, 
nor dung, fhould be imported iato this pro- 
viace; trom which great advantages may ica- 
fonably be expected. 

But the farmers have not the leaft idea of 
the extreme fubtilty of this virus. Becaufe it 
Hor perceptible by their fenfes, they can- 
Hot comprchend, and therefore will not be- 
lieve, that the infe@ious particies can ad- 
here to their cloaths. We ought therefore, 
#s Much as poffible, to remove from them 
“Sery Opportunity of mjuring themfelves and 
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\ om ; and this cannot be better effected 
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of viet fens rably diminifhing the quantity 
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‘as iaconteftable, that the virus increafes 
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in the fame proportion wih the diflemper, 


and that it is never more abundant, or viru- 
lent, than in dying cattle; and therefore I 
am of opinion, that what deferves the name 
of a prefervative beyond any thing hitherto 
known, and from which, in a country or 
province where the mortality has appeared, 
incomparably more advantage may be ex- 
pected, than from all expernments for dif- 
covering acure forthe diftemper, is, that as 
foon as the firft approaches of the ficknefs 
are difcovered, in milch cows, bv the lank- 
nefs of their bellies, and decreate of their 
milk, and in young beafts by their drowfi- 
nefs and a cough, immediately to feparate all 
fuch cattle from the found ones, and to 
laughter them as foon as poffible. 

It not all, or not many of the cattle in the 
fame cow-houte, or pafture, are at the fame 
time infected, (as is often feen in the finall 
pox, where one fubject talls fick after ano- 
ther, that is, when one is infected by the o- 
ther), they would, in all probability, be, 
by this precaution, preferved trom the cone 
tagion, to which they would be inlinitely 
more expofed, in the advanced ftate of the 
diltemper, and yet more efpecially if any 
die of it. 

The owners of the beafts and their fami- 
lies, as alfo their neighbours and acquaince 
ance who vifited them, would thenrun litle 
or no rifque of carrying the infection to o- 
ther cattle. 

If therefore thefe circumftances were well 
attendcd to, the virus would be reduced ale 
moft to nothing ; confequently, the ravaging 
progrefs of the diftemper would be effectual 
ly flopped, and even perhaps the infccion

on the 3oth of Oétober laft, by which 
every perfon who entered into it, pied- 
eed his word and honour, * That if any 
Furopean or Eaft-India goods thould 
arrive in that colony upen his or their 
account, after the ft of Jamuary 1770, 
the fame fhould be ftorcd, and not of- 
fered or expofed to fale, until the act 
impofing duties on paper, &c. for the 
fole and exprefs purpole of raifing a 
revenue in America, fhould ber epealed : :

The reafoa given for non-concurrence 
with the propofal of our brethren at New 
York, were principally thefe: That any 
the leaft alteration in the prefent agree- 
ment, now fo univerfally adopted, lates 
ly ratified by our unanimous votes, and 
publifhed to all the world, might fhow 
a levity of difpofition probably injurious 
to the common caufe: That Botton be- 
ing but one of fix maritime trading towns 
in this province, could not think them- 
felves warranted to venture upon the ree 
laxation of a compact, in which the ref 
were equally concerned with themfelves, 
without their advice and confent, which 
was impoffible to be had before the time 
appointed for the congrefs: Finally, 
That as the object of the propofed re- 
laxation, muft refpect an augmented im- 
portation in the fall, and that as yet we 
had obtained no kind of relief from the 
grievances this meafure was entered up- 
on to redrefs, we could not admit the 
quettion, Whether one iota of it was 
to be receded from? till its effect was 
thorough and indubitable. 

After this the behaviour of the town 
of Porfmouth, the capital of New Hamp- 
fhire, was agitated, and a committee 
appointed to confider of their conduct 
in importing Britifh goods, at this.critical 
conjuncture, in a larger proportion than 
ufual, as if intended to take an untair 
advantage of the patriotic felf-denial of 
the merchants in the other colonies, and 
to draw up a vote refpecting them, muta» 
tis mutandis, fimilar to that paffed againf 
Newport in Rhode Mand, and to report 
at the adjournment, which will be this 
day fe’emght. A vote then was pafied, 
importing, ‘That whereas a vefiel was 
lately arrived here from Briftol, belongs 
ing to Portfmouth in New Hampib.re, 
with about 4000 buthels of fait, and @ 
parcel of Englith goods for that place 5 
and as the trade had lately voted and de- 
clined having any intercourte with Rhod¢ 
Ifand, for their infamoufly departing 
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July 1770 
from the non-imp@rtation agreement ; and 
that Portfmouth, from the fame felfith 
views, had never yet come into it, but 
imported goods indifcriminately, to the 
great prejudice of the common caufe: 
therefore voted, That no perion of this 
body will purchafe any quantity what- 
ever of this falt, on amy confideration, 
nor may any Carrier prefume to cart, or 
any perfon receive it into their itore, on 
forfeiture of the good opinion of their 
fellow-citizens.”’ 

“London, July 26. By a fhipjuft arrived 
from America we learn, that the inha- 
bitants of Bofton and Philadelphia had 
refuled to agree with thofe of New York 
to open their trade with G. Britain.” 

“ London, July 26. The merchants of 
Rhode-ifland, finding themtelves pro- 
icribed in every colony in America, fince 
they broke the chain of patriotic refolves 
which united all America as one man, 
have again come to an agreement not to 
import goods from Britain ; though it is 
imagined, that the late determination of 
the inhabitants of New York to import 
Englith goods, tea only excluded, will 
induce them to withdraw from the agree- 
inent a fecond time,” 

“London, Fuly 19. By a letter from 
Philadelphia, we learn, that the pro- 
vinces of Maryland, Virginia, and North 
Carolina, are unanimous in adhering to 
the refolutions of the more northern 
colonies, not to import Britifh manufac- 
tures until a repeal of the tea act, as 

well as of all the reft, fhall take place.” 

Every thiug here 
has been quict fince the foldiers were 
fent to the caftle.—— It has been voted, 
Mm a-town meeting, that the ifland of 
Sable is the fitteft place in America for 
the refidence of the Commiffioners of 
the Revenue, and there is a vediy! get- 
ung ready to carry them thither.” 

“London, July 23. By the taft ac- 
counts from Boiion we hear, that though 
the town-meeting had got ready a velicl 
to carry the commiffioners of the reve- 
nue to the illand of Sable; on reconfi- 
dering the vote, it was agreed, that the 
illand of Bermudas lay more ceatrical 
and convenient; they are thercfore to 
Proceed thither to eflablifh their*board ; 
and as it is but a day’s fail fromm the 
middle province, and not above eight 
‘rom the moft diftant, it is not doubted 
cre but the meafure will be highly ap- 
Proved of by the treafury, being the fiif 
oe im America for a continued core- 
bendence with all the colonics.’?
